Scouts have been given the opportunity 
to earn money this fall as troops or in- 
dividuals while aiding Northwestern 
University scientists in the study of hor- 
mones through inspecting the develop- 
ment and growth of insects. 

Silkworm cocoons are needed of three 
species: Antherea Polyphemus, Hyalop- 
hora Cecropia and Samia Cynthia. These 
cocoons may be found locally on maple, 
oak, cherry, willow and a few other trees. 
The scientists will pay up to 25 cents per 
cocoon, depending on its type. They are 
not interested in the cocoon without its 
pupae.
